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In Memoriam 
PERCY CLIFTON BURR 


Percy Clifton Burr, 2nd son of Joseph Massey and Har- 
riet Newell (Freeman) Burr, was born in Bellingham on 
September 9th, 1868. His home was the large two-story 
house his grandfather built at the Four Corners where the 
road running East from the centre joins the one running 
in from the North. This estate was for many years known 
as the Capt. Laban Burr Place, being one of seven houses 
built in that vicinity by his father Elisha Burr’s family. 
It was about the middle of the 18th century that this 
Elisha’s father (Elisha) and his brother Asa came over 
from Hingham, Mass., bought 700 acres of land from the 
Indians and made a new settlement. It was from the old 
Burr place on the North Road that Elisha II took his gun 
and rode down to join the Minute Men at the Battle of 
Concord on that memorable 18th of April, ’75. “‘Cap’n 
Labe” received his commission in the War of 1812, and 
Joseph, of the 4th generation, served the entire duration 
of the Civil War. But for all that, the family was any- 
thing but war-like and clung steadfastly to the peaceful 
pursuits of life. 

Many of the present residents of the town remember 
Percy as a bashful, reticent, but earnest-minded country 
boy attending school and church at the Centre, and as 
general chore boy for a while at “old George Nelson’s.” 
Nearly all the first pay he received went generously for 
a 50 cent box of fireworks which he carried down home 
that his mother and the younger children might see a 
beautiful Fourth of July celebration. It lasted two or 
three nights. The family never forgot the glory of that 
display, nor the unselfishness that made it possible. 
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In 1883, he moved to Franklin where he went to school 
for a while and then took a job in Snow’s Straw Shop 
until the family removed to the part of Northbridge, 
Mass., known as Rockdale. Here he worked in: the Cot- 
ton Mill two years, then went into the carpentering room 
of the Whitin Machine Works in Whitinsville. 


His mother, named for the early missionary, Harriet 
Newell, spent her younger days in Providence and Bos- 
ton. From her he inherited a student’s thirst for knowl- 
edge and always read much in his leisure hours. He owed 
it to mother’s christian character and high ideals that the 
family table always held a careful selection of choice 
reading matter. 


Along down the line of paternal ancestors, ministers, 
lawyers, basket makers, and farmers, there came to the 
unpretentious boy a quiet, judicial type of mind that en- 
abled him to achieve considerable education in spite of his 
few years of schooling. 

Being always of sterling character and entirely re- 
liable, and withal a “lad‘o’ pairts,’’ no one was much sur- 
prised when (although only 19) the Whitin Machine Co. 
chose him as one of a small group of men to represent the 
business in the South and to set up machinery in cotton 
mills through the Carolinas and Georgia. 


After several years with the Machine Co., Percy took a 
better paying position in Cambridge, Mass., but had to 
give it up on account of fine dust from the manufacturing 
of piano keys, and went to Woonsocket, R. I., whither his 
family had moved from Whitinsville. During the serious 
business depression of 1896 he took a job on the Electric 
Street Railroad and was employed on the city lines in 
Woonsocket until the M. A. & W. road was opened in the 
fall of 1899. He then transferred and ran cars from the 
State Line to Wrentham and Plainville. He continued 
uninterrupted service on the various branches of this Sys- 
tem during the whole 25 years of its existence. During 
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all those years he was “big brother” to all the boys on the 
road. 


Space would not permit to write of the unceasing toil, 
endless pains, and conscientious effort he put into those 
25 years as an operator, member of Board of Arbitra- 
tion, and friend to every one whom he met. 


In November, 1906, Percy bought the Lucinda Rock: 
wood Hammond estate on West side of South Main Street 
in Bellingham Centre, opposite Soldiers’ Monument. This 
brought his family back to their native town where he 
entered immediately into the interests of the Town and 
contributed freely from the rich resources of his mind, 
heart, and experience. He had a good memory and his 
well-ordered mind seemed to hold an inexhaustable sup- 
ply of knowledge and wisdom and sound judgment which 
was of great use, particularly during the years when he 
held Town Offices. 

He served on the Board of Selectmen from 1913 to 
1914, and as clerk of the Board from 1916 to 1926; also as 
Overseer of the Poor from 1916 to 1926, and as Town 
Clerk from 1915 to 1926. As a Town Official, his work- 
manlike and sterling qualities, his painstaking devotion 
and self-sacrifice, showed themselves at all times to an 
extraordinary degree. 

When death suddenly removed Mr. Henry Whitney 
_ from his almost life-long and honorable term of service 
to the Town, it was to Percy that his townspeople unani- 
mously turned for help. And so he entered upon his last 
and greatest work of service to his people. 


As the first pennies he earned went in thoughtful ex- 
penditure for the pleasure of others—so through life he 
gave his almost entire effort for the good of his family 
and those who came his way. 

We have noted the principal changes in his business 
life, but after all, they seem of the least possible im- 
portance—for his friends remember him most of all as 
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our big, dependable Brother—to whom they could (and 
did) go safely with every possible problem. His wealth 
of information, his careful opinion, his friendly advice, — 
was at all times invaluable to all who asked of him. 


Having never married, the death of his beloved mother 
in 1921 left him alone in his home which he kept open to 
the call of all who needed help. His health steadily de- 
clined through the last few years, but he never laid down 
his task till his body ‘collapsed after the recount of the 
election ballots in March, 1926. During the next 14 weeks 
of complete invalidism he used every ounce of strength to 
gather up the reins of service he could no longer hold and 
handed them over one by one for stronger arms to bear. 


By the 14th of June he had been able to discharge his 
duties, to sell his home, and be moved to Wickford, R. L., 
to make his home with his sister and brother-in-law, Hon. 
and Mrs. Clarke Potter, where he hoped eventually to re- 
cover some measure of health. At the end of that week he 
had a relapse, but lingered till the evening of July 17th 
when he answered the call to the Life Eternal where all 
things are made new. He was brought to his home church 
on July 21st, where his beloved and devoted neighbors 
and friends repeated their generously expressed tributes 
of affection and esteem, and gave him burial in the 
family lot in the Centre Cemetery. 


Percy walked through life in sincere and plain simpli- 
city. The real wonder of the man lay in his conspicuous 
capacity for unmitigated devotion to lofty ideals, his na- 
tive honesty, and rare wealth of intelligent wisdom. 


In Memoriam 
WARREN E. FAIRBANKS 


Few men have served this town as long and faithfully 
as Warren E. Fairbanks who died at 72 years of age 
last October, and no family has been more prominent 
than his in the north end of the town. 


His great-grandfather Joseph Fairbanks came to Cary- 
ville in 1787, and started the cotton factory there in 
18138, which he ran for 15 years. He was one of ten men 
who built the town house in 1800. Warren’s father and 
uncle had the other chief industry of that village, the 
manufacture of men’s boots, for 27 years, and employed 
at one time about 90 men. 

Warren Fairbanks was educated in the schools of Cary- 
ville, Medway, Franklin, and the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. After his father’s death in 1875, he 
worked as a cutter in boot factories in several places for 
many years, and later in Boston for a jobber of cotton 
and woolen goods. 

His unusual interest in public affairs, national as well! 
as local, and natural qualification for understanding 
them, were early recognized by the town, which chose him 
the moderator of its annual meeting for 40 years. He 
was a selectman 4 years, an overseer 11 and chairman 8 
years, and like his father and his uncle he represented 
the town in the Legislature. 

His interest in fraternal organizations as well as pub- 
lic affairs was conspicuous, and he was a prominent Odd 
Fellow and Mason in the lodges of this vicinity. 

He was unmarried but he and his sister always lived 
together in the house of their birth, and for many years 
his brother’s family lived with them, in a home where 
many people liked to go. No one who knew him in any 
way can fail to feel our loss.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


The Board of Selectmen organized last March with 
Harold M. Bullard chosen as Chairman and Percy C. 
Burr chosen as Clerk. 


Regular meetings of the Board have been held weekly 
on Monday evenings; minutes of which are on record. 


The Selectmen have also held a large number of meet- 
ings in conjunction with the Overseers of Poor, the Poor 
Farm Committee (of which they are members), and the 
Finance Committee. 


The death of Percy Burr was a severe loss. A humble 
appreciation of him as a man and as a Town Official is 
to be found on other pages. 


The State system of Accountancy radically changed 
the methods of transacting the Town’s financial affairs. 
Elsewhere in this Town Report is the report of the State 
Auditors. 


It seems to be the concensus of opinion in Town that 
the roads of Bellingham are in better shape than ever 
before. 


A new roadbed was put in on North Main Street, from 
the Town house to the Railroad bridge; a new bridge 
erected on Beach Street; about twelve hundred feet of 
macadam road laid on Centre Street; and two small sec- 
tions on South Main Street were resurfaced. 


For the first time in many years, brush along the high- 
ways was cut. 
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Although several conferences with Woonsocket city 
officials were held, relative to the Salisbury Street Drain, 
the matter is still in abeyance awaiting action on Woon- 
socket’s part. 

A number of street lights voted by the Town have not 
yet been installed but both electric light companies have 
agreed to put in these lights as soon as possible.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF HIGHWAYS | 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


On accepting the position of Superintendent of High- 
ways last spring, it was with the understanding that the 
work should be done under the supervision of three men, 
one at the North, one at the Centre, and one at the South. 
Mr. Ernest Camp was selected from the North, Mr. 
Alfred H. Nash from the Centre, and myself from the 
South. 

The State law pertaining to State Aid to Small Towns 
for Highway General Repairs was changed last spring. 
Under the amended law, the Town is allotted forty-two 
hundred dollars by the State, providing it appropriates 
fifty-two hundred and fifty dollars to be used in conjunc- 
tion with this first named sum*for Highway General Re- 
pairs; all work to be done under the approval and super- 
vision of the State Highway Division. 

More money was spent on the roads this past year than 
ever before, and, as a result, I believe the highways are 
in the best shape they ever have been in. However, it 
needs a large sum of money, judiciously expended, to 
keep the roads in their present good condition. 

New construction did not lag during the year 1926. 
One thousand feet of new road was laid on North Main 
Street; a macadam road bed was put in on a part of 
Centre Street; two small sections of South:Main Street 
were resurfaced; Maple Street was gravelled; and a new 
bridge erected on Beach Street. 

Over one thousand dollars was expended in cutting 
brush. 

For the whole-hearted co-operation of the Selectmen, 
my assistants, and the Highway employees, I wish to ex- 
press my sincere thanks.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The Department of Animal Industry is deeply con- 
cerned with tuberculosis in cattle and all suspicious cases 
in the town should be reported to the town inspector as 
soon as possible; also any cattle brought in from outside 
the State without a permit must be reported. 

Some of our cattle owners have had their herds State 
and Federal tested; this work is going on all over the 
country in hopes to eradicate tuberculosis. A tested herd, 
if free on. second test, is known as an accredited herd 
and when a section is clean it is known as an accredited 
area. 


One of our owners of swine has had his hogs inoculated 
by the State, which makes them immune to Hog Cholera, 
a wise precaution. 


Glanders in horses, Hog Cholera, Rabies in Dogs (in 
fact any stray dog acting strangely), should be reported 
to the inspector at once, better be safe than sorry. 


The cattle and conditions in which they are kept were 
never better than they are at present time.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF SLAUGHTERING 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


There were no changes in the law this year in regard 
to inspection and stamping of meat intended for sale. 

While most of the stock to be dressed is sold on the 
hoof and taken to Woonsocket or to some licensed slaugh- 
ter house, still the owner, for his own use, may dress off 
his own stock without having the meat stamped. But, 
if any part is intended for sale, it must be inspected and 
stamped. 

I thnk that our people intend to comply with the law, 
for which I thank them.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF DAIRIES 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


Last spring the Woonsocket Milk Inspector required 
that before a milk dealer’s license be granted, all cows, 
unless their milk was pasturized, be tested. 

I understand that yearly hereafter, the herds will be 
examined, and any sickly looking cows will be taken 
from the herd and tested for tuberculin. 

As required by law and instructed by you, I have in- 
spected and given Producers’ Permits to 42 dairies that 
are making one can of milk or more per day. 

If each dairyman would carefully clean and whitewash 
his stable, and also keep his cows thoroughly clean, I 
think that they would pass inspection with such accom- 
modations as they already have. 

I want to impress on our dairymen that it is better to 
keep their cows and stables in the best possible condi- 
tion of their own accord, than to be forced to do so by a 
State officer. 

In warm weather, the cooling of milk, the water supply, 
cleanliness of cans and bottles will have to be carefully 
attended to. 


EXTRACTS FROM GENERAL LAWS 
CHAPTER 94 


Section 48. No producer of or dealer in milk shall sell 
or deliver for sale in any town any milk produced or dealt: 
in by him without first obtaining from the board of health 
of such town a permit authorizing such sale or delivery. 
Said board of health may issue such permit after an in- 
spection of the milk, and of the place where and the cir- 


15 


cumstances under which it is produced and handled, has 
been made by it or by its authorized agent. Any permit 
so granted may contain such reasonable conditions as 
said board deems suitable for protecting the public health 
and may be revoked for failure to comply with any of 
such conditions. No charge shall be made to the pro- 
ducer for such permit. After a permit has been revoked, 
it may be reissued in the same manner in which the 
original permit was issued. The board revoking or re- 
issuing said permit shall immediately send notice thereof 
to the Department of Public Health which may enforce 
this provision. The department shall at once inform the 
Board of Health of any other town where, in its judg- 
ment, milk produced by the person to which the permit 
relates would be likely to be sold or delivered for sale, and 
it shall also give notice of such revocation or reissue to 
any dealer in milk who in its judgment would be likely to 
purchase milk from such person; and upon receipt of no- 
tice of revocation no dealer so notified shall sell or offer 
for sale such milk. Violation of any provision of this 
section shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars. 


Section 44. No fee for making any inspection or test 
of live stock, or any inspection of any dairy, barn or 
stable, under authority of law, for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the milk supply of any town shall be requested 
or accepted by any official or other person making or 
assisting to make such test or inspection. Whoever 
violates this section shall be punished by a-fine of not 
more than fifty dollars. 

I have found conditions generally good, and owners 
willing to co-operate, for which I thank them.

NO SCHOOL SIGNAL 


The Town cannot have a “No School Signal.” Schools 
will not be closed on account of weather unless it is prac- 
’ tically impossible or unreasonable for children to attend. 
When parents feel that it is very unwise .for their chil- 
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dren to go to school, they are advised to keep them at 
home. All other days children must attend school accord- 
ing to law. 


IMPORTANT REGULATION 


A regulation of the School Department is that no child 
can enter school for the first time unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before January 1 of the 
year following the fall term when he wishes to enter 
school. (For entrance to school this coming fall term a 
child must be six years of age on or before January 1, 
1928.) . 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


The attention of parents is called to the following facts 
of the State Laws governing school attendance. 


Every child from seven to fourteen years of age, unless 
he is physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen 
years, unless he has completed the sixth grade, shall at- 
tend school all the time it is in session. Every child from 
fourteen to sixteen years of age shall attend school unless 
such child has received an employment certificate and is 
regularly employed according to law for at least six hours 
per day. 


All minors under sixteen working in towns or cities 
which maintain Continuation Schools, must attend the 
Continuation Schools as prescribed by law. 


If a child fails to attend school according to law for 
seven day sessions or fourteen half-day sessions, the child 
shall be considered an habitual truant and may be sent to 
a truant school. 


If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under 
his charge to attend school according to law, he shall be 
fined not over twenty dollars for each offence. 

We have a very few truant cases which, if continued, 
it will be necessary, in order to comply with the law, that 
the parents and truants be called into court. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


—. 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Bellingham: 


Since this report is called for some weeks earlier than 
in previous years, brevity is excusable. 

It is difficult to report in a brief space the various 
plans and doings of the several departments of a school 
system. 

During the past year the school work has been carried 
on very smoothly with a pleasing degree of success. 

Although the salaries paid are not large, our schools 
are fortunate in having teachers, every one of whom is 
equal to the task before her; is devoted to her work and 
is deeply interested in the welfare of the boys and girls 
of the schools. The new teachers have shown themselves 
capable, and are exhibiting the same splendid spirit as 
those who have been with us previously. 

While the management of some of our schools requires 
strong personalities, in general the schools are being. 
especially well managed. There were only two changes in 
teachers this past year. This situation tends to give per- 
manency and effectiveness to school work. 

One of our greatest problems still is lack of ability and 


inclination for scholastic attainment. This condition is . 


very generally manifest in other schools as well as in 
ours. The numerous attractions of these times deter chil- 
dren from working for high scholarship. It is quite nat- 
ural that children should partake of that spirit which is 
now rather prevalent in business and other interests of 
life, to struggle only far enough “to get by.” 
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We note that the general attempt throughout the coun- 
try for curricula revision to meet the demands of prog- 
ress seems so far to be merely simplifying of require- 
ments and the lessening of demands of instruction in 
school subjects. 

‘One of the most notable features of operating the 
schools of the town is the continual increased amount of 
funds necessary for annual current expenses. This in- 
ereased cost does not mean wholly increased advantages. 
It can be readily seen that the continual increase in school 
pupils must increase the cost of maintaining the schools. 

During the past few years the number of school chil- 
dren in the town has increased from a little over three 
hundred to seven hundred and seventy-nine according to 
census figures this year. It has been necessary to change 
the number of teachers from nine of a few years ago, to 
fourteen at present. The Center primary school has an 
enrollment of fifty-two and the grammar school of forty. 
If the number of pupils continues to increase it will be 
only a short time before we shall be obliged to open an- 
other school in the Center building. This may become 
necessary next September, but it will not be done until 
it becomes a necessity. . 

The number of High School pupils at present is fifty- 
seven in place of the previous number, a little over 
twenty. The number of pupils to be transported has 
greatly increased. The High School tuition rates have 
more than doubled. Transportation fares have also gone 
up. Probably all voters are not aware that the trans- 
portation cost this past year was nearly $7,000.00. In- 
. deed, transportation is becoming an expensive problem. 
Cost of fuel and all other items is much more than for- 
merly. These conditions are sufficient explanation for the 
need of an appropriation for next year, larger than in 
any previous year. 

There, has been a change of one janitor this year, and 
the same barge drivers were engaged. 
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Just before the opening of the fall term, Mr. Francis 
L. Thayer, who has transported the school children over 
the Scott Hill route for the past twenty-six years, decided 
not to continue carrying the children this year. It was 
with sincere regret that the Committee accepted his 
resignation. 

During all these years Mr. Thayer has never failed to 
get the children to school whenever school could be in ses- 
sion. Many times he traveled through deep snow and fre- 
quently through deeper mud. For years the children were 
transported by team only; then later when the automoblie 
came into use, and whenever it was not possible for it to 
travel, Mr. Thayer was always ready with horses and 
wagons or sleds. Until recent improvements were made, 
during a part of the year the roads of this route were in 
a very bad condition and traveling very difficult. After 
rendering such efficient service for so long a time under 
unfavorable conditions, it seemed as though he should 
have enjoyed continuing his route now that the road is 
in good condition. 

With a few exceptions, and those without reason, there 
were no complaints of that transportation service. Many 
of these school children, now grown up, have a grateful 
remembrance of Mr. Thayer’s carefulness and thought- 
fulness in taking them to and from school in security. 

The children of this route are now being transported by 
the Johnson Bus Co. This was the logical and right ar- 
rangement after Mr. Thayer resigned. 

With the exception of three routes all of the children of 
the town are now transported by the Bus Company. We 
greatly appreciate the assistance and kindness of the Bus 
Company and drivers. 

The program of graduation is given as a part of this 
report. The number of pupils graduating for High School 
entrance is constantly increasing and the standard of 
preparation is growing higher. 
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The boys’ and girls’ clubs have made a splendid show- 
ing under the direction of the Extension Service Work- 
ers, Mr. Dizer, Miss Hayes and now Mr. Patton. Girls’ 
clubs are now being carried on with the assistance of 
Miss Fitzpatrick at the North, Miss Cole at the Center 
and Miss Gladys Cook at the South. Handicraft and 
poultry clubs for the boys have begun. 

Although it does increase school expenditures, the 
larger the number of pupils who take the advantages of a 
high school education, the more pleasing it is to citizens 
and especially parents. Our pupils in the high schools 
they attend are doing very commendable work and attain 
their share of the honors of merit. The increased oppor- 
tunities of the new Franklin High School building are 
of great advantage to our pupils. 

The instruction in music was going especially well in 
our schools and we regretted that we had to make a 
change in supervisor in the fall and especially again after 
the Christmas vacation, when Mrs. Settle was not able 
to return on account of illness at her home. 

Miss Thompson resigned to become Mrs. Ripley and 
she had best wishes for life’s happiness and success from. 
ali connected with the Bellingham schools. 

The following necessary repairs were made on the 
buildings during the last summer’s vacation. The interior 
of the Center building was thoroughly refinished by tint- 
ing and varnishing. The seats and desks of the gram- 
mar room, which were in a. very bad condition, were 
smoothed down and varnished. One schoolroom at the 
North which was not refinished at the time the others 
were, was put in excellent condition this summer. Some 
new door checks have been put on outside doors, and 
minor repairs made on toilet buildings, and seats in 
schoolrooms as needed. The installation of the water sys- 
tem at the South building was completed. 

Since there were not seats enough for all pupils, thirty 
new ones were purchased for the fifth and sixth grade 
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room of the North building, and the same number of 
seats were provided for the fifth grade room in the South 
building. 

Considerable needed repairs were planned to be done 
this fall on the foundation of the North building, but 
weather conditions prevented completion of this work. 

The following improvements in the buildings are essen- 
tial for next year: 


Repair of foundation for the North building. 
- Minor repairs on all toilet buildings. 

Smoothing and varnishing desks in the South and Cen- 
ter buildings. 

More new seats for these two buildings. 

Preparing and re-seeding lawn front of South build- 
ing. 

The roof of the North building needs attention. 

The South building is much in need of painting. This 
need ought to be carefully considered by the voters, and 
we recommend that this work be provided for by a special 
appropriation. 

It cannot be many years before we shall be obliged to 
provide the advantages of water toilet systems in all the 
buildings. Electric lights in the buildings would be of ad- 
vantage to the schools on dark days. 


Before schools opened in September arrangements 
were made with the Milford District Nursing Association 
for taking care of the school nurse work in the South and 
Center buildings. Miss Helen Grady was delegated school 
nurse for these two buildings. Miss Grady is doing most 
effective work and winning the high esteem of all con- 
nected with the schools. Miss Landers does the school 
nurse work at the North school under the direction of 
the Medway Nursing Association, Miss Lincoln having 
resigned before the fall term. 

The South Bellingham Parent-Teacher Association is 
flourishing and is of much real assistance to the schools. 
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With funds previously raised by the South schools a 
Keystone View Lantern has been purchased. The Super- 
intendent has made considerable use of this in showing 
slides of European countries. 

If democracy of which so much has been said is to 
succeed, these is yet a great work to be done in the educa- 
tion of its subjects. 

Some of the greatest needs of society today are more 
common aims and ideals. 

Monarchies succeeded when the masses were encour- 
aged and forced to think and act with their leaders, or 
ruler; thus the people had common interests. Increase in 
freedom of thoughy has tended to lesson common inter- 
ests. 

Is education tending to make people more contented 
and happy and more interested in the common welfare? 
If it is not, our methods and courses of instruction should 
be improved. 

Our schools have a great work to do in training for a 
larger appreciation of the necessity for regulations gov- 
erning the conduct of society, for greater reverence for 
government and obedience to law. 

Thoughtfulness and sympathy for the wishes and wel- 
fare of others, courtesy, carefulness, reliability, faith and 
a conscience keen for right doing, are essential charac- 
teristics of a prosperous and happy people. Training for 
such elements as these should be the goal in all school 
instruction. Instruction in health, safety, conservation of 
human energy and of our country’s great natural re- 
sources is important. 

These suggestions do not imply that training should 
be for the idealistic alone. Real humanism is a valu- 
able characteristic of an educated person. Society needs 
much of it. 

- Character and heart training is more valuable to so- 
ciety than training of the intellect and conventionalisms. 
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True character can be taught to a large extent through 
the means of the regular subjects of the school curricula. 

Someone has said that the purpose of democracy is so 
to organize society that each member may develop his 
personality primarily through activities designed for the 
well-being of society as a whole. Consequently education 
in our republic both within and without the school should 
develop in each individual the knowledge, interests, 
ideals, habits and powers whereby he will find his place 
and use that place to shape both himself and society 
toward nobler ends. 

If education does not make better citizens of all instead 
of better criminals of some, it is faulty and lacks a 
great essential element. Right personality of teach- 
ers is more effective in proper training than are attractive 
text books and elaborate equipment. 

The Bellingham schools have accomplished much this 
past year toward reaching these desired goals. 

The American public schools should mean more to the 
nation today than ever before. 

The blessings of liberty for which our nation’s founders 
so bravely fought, the greatness of our beloved country, 
the true significance of our glorious flag and the real 
meaning of democracy should be better appreciated today 
even than eight years ago at the close of the great war. 

We must depend upon the school as the greatest means 
for the training of these high ideals. 

Although it has been written in previous reports, the 
Superintendent wishes to express his real appreciation of 
the co-operation and help given by all connected with the 
Bellingham schools. Our work together has been most 
harmonious. 

The spirit of the school children has been most loyal 
and helpful.

Although schools and education do cost much (far less 
is paid for education in this country than for needless 
luxuries), they are the best investment we have. The 
greatest incentive we, of this generation, have for our 
work in life is that which we may do for the genera- 
tions to follow us.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Mr. Carroll H. Drown, Superintendent of Schools: 


The following is the report of the School Nursing done 
in Bellingham Center and in South Bellingham from 
September 17th to December 31st, 1926. 


In September Dr. Devere examined 330 ehildren with 
the nurse assisting.

Notices of these defects were sent to all parents. About 
five of these have been corrected. 

In October a regular school program was started, visit- 
ing both schools on Friday of each week. 

School nursing means teaching health or teaching the 
school child how to keep well. We strive to make certain 
health rules, habits, to become a part of the child’s daily 
routine through life. 

Some of the means we use are health talks, drills, 
games, weighing and measuring, class room inspection 
and individual inspection, and example, and advice. The 
very uniform a nurse wears, her clean collar and cuffs, 
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and her common sense shoes are incentives to the child, 
especially from the sixth grade up. 

- Itis hard sometimes to get results when conditions are 
such as they are at the Center School. For instance, we 
teach that the hands should be washed before handling 
food, and that three glasses of water a day should be 
taken to keep clean inside. The conveniences for carry- 
ing out these requirements are not always sufficient. 

I also think that there should be some arrangement for 
toilet paper in the toilets. 

Twenty home visits have been made. These visits have 
been for following up suspicious contagious cases, visits 
to parents explaining some physical defects, or looking up 
some absentee whose absence cannot be accounted for. 

It is pleasure to work with the teachers in Bellingham. 
They have co-operated with me in every way. | 

I wish to thank all who have helped to make these first 
four months a success.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In making this report, I am grouping all of the districts 
which make up the Town of Bellingham. 

Primary Grades. The first of the year the problem 
of teaching children known as monotonists, greets the 
supervisor of music. This is especially a condition of 
pupils of the first grade, although monotonists may be 
found in any grade. There are several causes which may 
make it difficult for a child to sing. There may be a mal- 
formation of the throat or tongue, he may be deaf, or 
have enlarged tonsils. Happily, most of the children are 
not in this class; they can’t sing because they never have 
tried before, or never have tried songs especially suited 
to their voices and to their abilities. I have made great 
effort to do as much individual work as possible with 
these children. The teachers have helped by working 
daily, and it is through their faithfulness we have been 
able to cut down the number of children who were in the 
group of those unable to sing. 

In these lower grades we have marched to music and 
have done some of the simpler folk dances to develop a 
sense of rhythm. We have dramatized songs and have 
made paper caps and various things to help us carry out 
an interpretation of the songs we learned. 

In the intermediate grades there was, and yet remains, 
much syllable work to be covered before the children are 
up to grade, but they are willing to work and have done 
well. 
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The upper grgades where the new books have been 
placed are doing particularly fine work, and it is a joy to 
work with them, too. 

In all of the grades, I have tried to create in the chil- 
dren, a desire to do the very best work of which they are 
capable. I have tried to train them to use their ears, as an 
artist uses his eyes, so that they may be keenly aware of 
shades of tone quality and discriminate between mediocre > 
work and fine. They are quick in realizing the difference 
between shouting, and good full tone which is musical, 
even while it may be loud. 

I am glad you are using the “Progressive Music Books.” ° 
They contain songs adapted to the particular experiences 
of a child’s life at its different stages. They are planned 
with a realization of the condition and range of the 
pupils’ voices. Each books forms a definite basis of in- 
struction for the work which follows, as well as for that 
particular period. 

The greatest need now, is for victrola records that the 
children may realize the beauties of the world’s finest 
music performed by its greatest artists. It is almost im- 
possible to appreciate the best music unless one hears it 
many times; it is equally impossible not to love it if one 
does hear it many times. Our boys and girls should know 
the world’s best music as they do its literature. 

Education should have a two-fold purpose—not merely 
training a child for his life work, but also training him 
how to use his leisure time pleasantly and profitably. — 
What happier way than enjoying good music? 

I want to thank the committee for their co-operation, 
and the teachers whose loyalty and faithfulness in car- 
rying out lessons have meant a great deal. 

I am particularly indebted to you, Mr. Drown, your 
knowledge of music has made you understand the prob- 
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lems I have been working out, and I am grateful to you 
for many helpful suggestions. 


I have enjoyed my work, and it is a bitter disappoint- 
ment to me to have to give it up just when I was getting 
familiar with the work and problems of the different 
classes.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts 
of the town of Bellingham for the period from January 
1, 1925 to March 15, 1926, and the installation of a sys- 
tem of accounts, as petitioned for by vote of the town and 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws. This report is in the form of a report 
made to me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Examiner 
of this Division.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Bellingham for the period 
from January 1, 1925 to March 15, 1926, and have in- 
stalled a system of accounts as petitioned for by vote of 
the town and in accordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 44 of the General Laws, the following report thereon 
being submitted: 


The appropriations voted by the town were listed from 
the town clerk’s records of town meetings, and a com- 
parison was made with the aggregate of the orders 
chargeable against the various appropriations, it being 
found that several accounts had been overdrawn, which 
is In violation of the provision of Section 31, Chapter 44, 
General Laws, which reads as follows: 


No department of any city or town, except Boston, 
shall incur liability in excess of the appropriation made 
for the use of such department, except in cases of ex- 
treme emergency involving the health or safety of per- 
sons or property, and then only by a vote in a city of 
two-thirds of the members of the city council, and in 
a town by a vote of two-thirds of the selectmen. 

It has been the practice for the town to vote appropria- 
tions for town officers’ pay, incidentals, printing, insur- 
ance, and a contingency and deficiency fund. The charges 
against these accounts are for activities in charge of dif- 
ferent elected or appointed officials; and as these officials 
do not have specific amounts allotted for their use, they 
cannot properly plan their. work for the year and over- 
drafts are likely to result. I would therefore recommend 
that, in the future, separate appropriations be made for 
each department, and that departmental officials be re- 
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quired to keep their expenditures within the sums appro- 
priated for their use. 


It was also noted that bills contracted in 1925 were 
carried over and paid from the appropriations voted for 
the year 1926. This practice should be discontinued, since 
to carry forward bills contracted in one year to be paid 
from the appropriation voted for the following year is as 
much a violation of Section 31, previously quoted, as if 
the bills had been paid and the overdrafts shown on the 
books. 


In checking the appropriation accounts it was noted 
that it was voted to pay $200 to the Wooonsocket Fire- 
men’s Relief Association and $100 to the Woonsocket 
Nurses’ Association. I am of the opinion that the town 
cannot legally vote to appropriate money in this manner, 
as it 1S in Violation of Section 2, Article 3 of the Re 
arranged Constitution of the Comomnwealth of Massa- 
chusets. The town can, of course, appropriate money for 
the services of a nurse or for the services of firemen, but 
payments therefor must be made to the individuals per- 
forming the service and not in the form of a gratuity to 
any association or society. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were exam- 
ined, the cash book was footed, the receipts from Janu- 
ary 1, 1925 to March 15, 1926, were compared with de- 
partmental records where such records were available, 
and the bank account was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the bank. The payments for the same period 
were checked to the orders and to the treasurer’s books. 


The tax title deeds and records of tax takings held by 
the town were examined and listed. These items 
amounted to $1,582.37 on January 1, 1926, but their value 
is so uncertain that I have set up a reserve account in 
the accountant’s ledger for the amount, the assets repre- 
sented by them not being available for appropriation until 
the actual cash has been received. 
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Tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash 
and summaries of the tax title accounts are appended to 
this report. 

The licenses issued, as shown by the records of the 
selectmen and the town clerk, were checked, and the 
payments to the treasurer, the Commonwalth, and the 
county were verified. 


Tables showing summaries of the dog, and hunting, and 
fishing licenses issued are appended to this report. 


The tax collector’s accounts were examined for the 
years 19238 to 1925, inclusive, the payments to the treas- 
urer, as recorded on the collector’s books, were checked 
to the treasurer’s books and the abatements were checked 
with the assessors’ record of abatements granted. 


The outstanding accounts were listed and the commit- 
ments reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The out- 
standing accounts were further verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town and from the re- 
plies received, I am satisfied that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 

Th savings bank books representing the cemetery per- 
petual care funds were examined and found to be as 
reported. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer and the collector 
were examined and found to be in proper form. The town 
clerk, however, is not bonded as required by the provi- © 
sion of Section 13, Chapter 41, General Laws, which is as 
follows: 


Every town clerk shall, within ten days after his 
qualification, give bond to the town for the faithful 
performance of his duties, in such sum and with such 
sureties as the selectmen may approve. If he does not 
give bond within the time prescribed, the selectmen 
may declare the office vacant and fill the vacancy in the 
manner prescribed in the following section. 
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The books and accounts under the new system were 
opened as of January 1, 1926, and the financial transac- 
tions to March 31 were entered therein. 

The system as installed provides for a reporting by 
every department, on especially designed forms, to the 
accounting officer of all transactions relating to the 
finances of the town. 

A list of the books and forms provided for the town, 
together with a brief description of their use and certain 
general instructions relative to the keeping of the ac- 
counts, follows: 


Journal for accounting officer 

Cash book for accounting officer 

Ledger for accounting officer 
Classification book for accounting officer 
Cash book for treasurer 

Schedule of department bills payable 
Treasury warrants 
Schedule of departmental payments to treasurer 
Schedule of treasurer’s receipts 
Schedule of tax abatements allowed 
Voucher folder 

General department pay rolls 

School department pay rolls 

Monthly statements 


All of these books and forms are arranged so as to 
simplify the reporting and make possible a proper check 
on the accounting of public moneys; also to insure a 
classification of both receipts and payments. All moneys 
received from every source and paid to the treasurer are 
also reported to the accounting officer, in whose book will 
be recorded all cash transactions in detail, which will fur- 
nish an absolute check on the total. 

Journal.—This is a bound book of the ordinary two- 
column stock type. It forms, together with the cash book, 
the medium from which all entries in the general ledger 
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are posted, as it is of vital importance that no entry shall 
be originated in the general ledger. 

The journal is used for keeping a record of the debiting 
and crediting of items in the ledger, such as opening en- 
tries, budget appropriation entries, the entering of tax 
commitments, the abatements of taxes, accounts receiv- 
able, and all entries which are not strictly cash book 
transactions. 

It is important that all journal entries state clearly 
the ledger accounts which are to be debited and credited ; 
also that full explanation of the entry be made, in order 
that the transactions may be fully understood by anyone 
examining the accounts. 

Cash Book (for Accounting Officer).—This is a bound 
book similar to those used in ordinary commercial ac- 
counting; in this book should be entered all transactions 
involving the receipt or the disbursements of cash, in 
order that the total transactions for a given period may 
be shown at a glance. 

All moneys received from every source will be reported 
to the accounting officer; therefore, in the latter’s cash 
book will be. recorded cash transactions which are similar 
to those of the treasurer, except in detail, and which will 
furnish an absolute check on the total. 


Ledger.—This is of the loose-leaf type; when the sev- 
eral sheets are properly arranged and placed in the 
binder provided for the purpose, they form the general 
ledger, in which are recorded, in controlling accounts, all 
of the financial transactions of the town. 

The accounts in the general ledger are separated and 
grouped in sections, as follows: 


First, Assets and liabilities 
Second, Revenue accounts 
Third, Appropriation accounts 
Fourth, Funded or Fixed debt 
Fifth, Trust funds 
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From the ledger, information relative to the condition 
of the several appropriations may be obtained readily and 
the administrative officers may keep constantly informed 
of the amounts expended; also of the amounts available 
for the balance of the year. This information is very 
necessary in view of the statute which expressly forbids 
the incurring of liabilities in excess of the appropriations 
made for the use of the several departments; unless the 
work is well planned, it will be found that the appropria- 
tions will be exhausted before the end of the year, with 
much needed work still to be done. 


Classification Book.—This book consists of loose-leaf 
forms with printed headings covering the chief sources 
from which revenue is received and objects for which 
money is expended, with blank spaces which allow for 
additional headings to cover important items that may 
seem desirable. These sheets are arranged in functional 
order and placed in a binder provided for the purpose, 
thus forming the principal source of detailed information 
regarding the receipts and disbursements of the town. 
They are arranged in a classified form that is generally 
accepted and adopted by accountants and students of 
municipal affairs. Provision is made for the recording of 
the date of the receipt, from whom received, and the 
source. ; 


On the payment side will be shown the date of the bill, 
to whom paid, and the purpose or object of payment. 

From this book definite information can readily be ob- 
tained of every cash transaction of the town; but its chief 
object is to furnish classification in a scientific manner, 
regardless of the method of making appropriations. 

This book is also designed to bring the costs of each 
particular function of service together, so that by know- 
ing the costs and intelligently comparing them with the 
service given, the taxpayer may judge of the efficiency or 
inefficiency of the administrative officers. 
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Cash Book (for Treasurer).—This is a bound book 
especially designed for the recording of all of the cash 
receipts and disbursements of the treasury department in 
one book. 


Schedule of Bills Payable-—On these sheets each de- 
partment should list all bills approved for payment, and 
should forward them, accompanied by the original bills, 
to the accounting officer. From these the treasury war- 
rants are prepared. 


Treasury Warrants.—These are for listing the bills of 
the several departments. Warrants are submitted to the 
selectmen, together with the bills, for their approval, the 
bills first having been checked by the accounting officer 
and compared with the several appropriation accounts 
to which they are chargeable. The selectmen having 
signed the warrant, it is passed to the treasurer as his 
authority for payment. 

Under the statute, the selectmen are required to ap- 
prove all bills before they are paid by the treasurer; by 
using the treasury warrant, they can give greater atten- 
tion to the bills and appropriation accounts without con- 
suming additional time. 


Schedule of Department Payments to Treasurer.—This 
form is for the use of departments, except those for which 
special forms are prepared, for reporting payments to 
the treasurer. 


Schedule of Treasurer’s Receipts.—The treasurer will 
use these forms in reporting the cash receipts to the 
accounting officer. They form the basis of the debit 
entries in the accounting officer’s cash book, and together 
with the schedules of payments to the treasurer, serve as 
an automatic check on the cash account, furnishing the 
accounting officer with the necessary information for 
keeping his accounts up-to-date at all times and also en- 
abling statements to be drawn off showing actual cash 
transactions. By the use of printed forms for the report- 
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ing of all items involving cash, but little time is required 
for reporting the same. 


Schedule of Tax Abatements Allowed.—This form is 
for the use of the assessors in reporting abatements to 
the accounting officer so that he may credit the collector 
with these items in addition to his cash payments to the 
treasurer. On the accounting officer’s book, the collector 
is charged with the commitment and credited with col- 
lections paid the treasurer; if to the collections are added 
abatements allowed, the accounting officer’s ledger will 
show, in his collector’s account, the exact amount of out- 
standing taxes. 


Voucher Folder.—This form is for the use of the town 
accounting officer and is designed for the purpose of 
securing uniformity in the filing of bills. ? 


General Department Payrolis—These are to be used 
by all departments, except the school department, in mak- 
ing up their weekly or monthly payrolls, and are designed 
for the purpose of securing De ALY in the payrolls of 
all departments. 


School Department Payrolls —These are especially de- 
signed for the use of the school department, provision 
being made for showing the gross amount of salary due 
teacher or employee, the amount of deduction on account 
of the retirement fund, the net amount received by each 
person and the total amount to be sent to the treasurer of 
the retirement fund. 


Monthly Statements.—These forms are used by the 
town accounting officer in notifying each department of 
the warrants drawn against its appropriation and the bal- 
ance subject to draft. 


Revenue.—Upon receipt of notice from the town clerk 
of appropriations voted by the town to be raised by taxa- 
tion, a journal entry should be made, debiting revenue and 
crediting the proper appropriation accounts. When the 


162 


tax warrant is delivered to the collector, this account 
should be credited and taxes debited. 

At the close of the year, a journal entry should be made 
debiting all unexpended appropriation accounts (the ob- 
ject for which the appropriation was made having been 
completed) and crediting revenue. The estimated receipts 
account should also be closed out into the revenue account 
at the close of the year, and.the revenue account closed 
into the excess and deficiency account. 


Estimated Receipts.—The amount of estimated receipts 
deducted by the assessors in determining the amount to 
be raised by taxation should be debited to the estimated 
receipts account and the revenue account credited; as 
cash is received, estimated receipts should be credited and 
cash debited. 


Taxes.—Upon the delivery of the assessors’ warrant 
for the collection of taxes, a journal entry should be made 
debiting taxes with the total amount of the commitment 
and crediting revenue, state tax, county tax, state high- 
way tax and overlay with the several amounts appear- 
ing in the warrant. . 

As money is paid into the town treasury, cash should 
be debited and the tax account credited. When abate- 
ments are granted by the assessors, a journal entry should 
be made crediting taxes and debiting overlay. 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts—State Aid.—This 
account represents the amount due from the Common- 
wealth for State Aid disbursed during the previous year. 
Upon receipt of money from the State, cash should be 
debited and State Aid credited. At the close of the year 
a journal entry should be made debiting State Aid due 
from the Commonwealth and crediting the Departmental 
Revenue with the amount of State Aid disbursed during 
the year. 

Poor Department Accounts Receivable-—When bills are 
sent to the State, cities and towns, or individuals, for aid 
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rendered paupers not having a settlement in the town, a 

journal entry should be made debiting the poor depart- 

ment accounts receivable and crediting departmental 

revenue with the amount of the charge; as cash is re- 

ceived, the accounts receivable account should be credited 
and cash debited. 


The same procedure should be followed in the case of 
accounts receivable of all departments rendering bills for 
amounts due the town. 


Overlay.—Whenever abatements are granted by the 
assessors, a journal entry should be made debiting over- 
lay and crediting taxes for the amount of the abatements. 
Any balance in the overlay account in excess of the 
amount of the warrant remaining: to be collected or 
abated should, by journal entry, be transferred to the 
overlay reserve fund. 


Overlay Reserve Fund (Overlay Surplus).—tThis 
account represents the surplus or difference between the 
overlay and the abatements granted by the assessors, and 
should be reserved for extraordinary or unforeseen ex- 
penses, as required by Section 25, Chapter 59 of the Gen- 
eral Laws. 


Revenue Loans.—Whenever loans are issued in an- 
ticipation of revenue, the cash account should be debited 
and the revenue loan account credited; when the loan is 
paid, a warrant should be drawn, revenue loan account 
debited and cash credited. 


Departmental Revenue (Not Available Until Collected). 
—This account represents revenue of the several depart- 
ments on account of charges for services rendered or 
materials furnished. At the end of each month the 
amount of cash received on account of departmental 
charges should be credited by journal entry to the esti- 
mated receipts account and departmental revenue should 
be debited. 
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Net Bonded Debt.—When debt is incurred by the issue 
of bonds or notes (for other than temporary revenue 
loans), a journal entry should be made debiting net 
bonded debt and crediting the specific loan account. When 
the bonds are paid, the specific loan account should be 
debited and net bonded debt credited. 


Trust Funds.—When money is received the income of 
which is to be used for some specific purpose, cash should 
be debited and the special fund account credited. A war- 
rant should be drawn authorizing the treasurer to deposit 
the amount in the savings bank, cash should be credited, 
and trust funds (cash and securities) debited. 

As. income is withdrawn from the bank, cash should be 
debited and the specific purpose for which the fund was 
created (such as library, cemetery, etc.), credited. At 
the end of the year, the income in excess of the withdraw- 
als should be entered on the books by debiting trust funds 
(cash and securities) and crediting the specific fund 
account. 

While engaged in the work of the audit and the instal- 
lation of the system, uniform courtesy was extended by 
the various town officials, and on behalf of my assistants 
and myself, I wish to express appreciation.
